THK HEL,r THAT IRELAND 


HEEDS. 


A Western lillzaiiuul. 


Just now there is much talk about th 


disposition that shall be made of th 
sawdust produced by the lumber mill 
up in the Sierras, aloug the Trucke 
river. The bill before the Californi 
Legislature which prohibits the placiu 
of sawdust in the Truckee river, and t 
advance the passage of which n memo 
rial was transmitted from tho Nevnd 
legislature, was defeated at Sacrameu 
to on Tuesday. 
Now, says tho Kntei- 


prise, 
let some man, or company of 


men, set to work and utilize this much 
despised sawdust in some way. It may 
not be of use in tho rnunufacUu-o of 
paper, but a pulp can be made from it 
which may be moulded into cornices, 
boxes, barrels and a great variety of 
useful articles. 


Should some inventive person set to 


work upon it, the sawdust might be 
rapidly compressed into bricks that 
would mats good building material or 
fuel, if nothing better. The dust might 
be mixed with coal screenings und a 
alight dash of coal tar, by way of 
cement, when it would be an easy mat- 
ter to mould it into shape for use lor 
fuel. 


There will bo a tune, and at Jio very 


distant day, when plenty of people will 
stand ready to take caro of all the saw- 
dust that is made, and without bother- 
ing the Legislatures of two States about 
the matter. It will be bailed up or 
compressed in sumo way by machinery 
as fast as it comes from the mills, and 
will then be taken awuy and put to 
some use.

It is 
bservable, however, .that these oontri- 
jntions do not bring deliverance to the 
eople or make them more prosperous 


and contented. All the effect that can 


>e discovered is that the agitators are 
able to roll in wealth, have apparently 
very little trouble OD their minds when 
3ontributions are large, and generally 
manage to have easy and luxurious 
imes. 


Once more the cry comes that the 


people of Ireland are starving. 
If the 


agitators were real friends of the peo- 
ple they would not allow this, for the 
unds that they have received should be 
ible, if they had been carefully saved 
and invested, to tide over the present 
famine. But the man who tell the 
laborers and servant girls of America 
that a few dollars more from each will 
make the Evergreen Isle a free Kepub- 
lic, have no money to spare for food. 
Ireland must be free though all of her 
people starve. 


But America will not be unmindful of 


tha needs of the sufferers. 
The causes 


of the famine havo not been within the 
control of the industrious population. 
There has been a very serious failure of 
crops, and to this must be added the 
hindrance to production arising from 
the adjustment of new conditions be- 
tween landlord and tenant, the impov- 
erishment »f the soil, and the long list 
of wrongs incident to mifegoverament. 
England has managed to keep the peo- 
ple poor in spite of their industry and 
close economy, and when the fniniue 
comes, none are prepared for it. Not 
the least among the faults of England 
is her failure to keep oa hand a fund to 
meet these continually recurring fam- 
ilies. 
Since 1S4G they have been re- 


peated with ghastly regularity, and in 
every instance the appeal has been to 
America rather than England. 
And it 


is to the credit of our people that they 
have responded with a generosity that 
has had no parallel in the history of 
philanthropic movements for the aid of 
the people of another nation. Much of 
our generosity, it is true, has come 
from tho hearts and pockets of people 
of Irish birth or descent, but more per- 
haps from theso who know how much 
Irish emigration has done to enlarge 
and enrich our country and Irish indus- 
try has done to develop it. 
America 


has never been backward in responding 
to any call from Ireland. There is no 
time to hesitate now. 
The "wrongs of 


Ireland" are illustrated with terrible 
force by the fact that the population of 
the island is three millions less than in 
18-10. The depletion has been caused 
chiefly by emigration, but poverty and 
starvation can also claim a share of the 
work. Ireland's sons and daughters 
cau be found in every city, hamlet and 
neighborhood in the North and West. 
They have built our 
railroads and 


canalb, filled our shops with skillful 
mechanics and workingmeu, our kitch- 
ens with faithful domestics, and con- 
tributed their full quota to our scholars, 
orators, soldiers, artists and writers. 
Those who appeal to us in behalf of 
their kindred are our own esteemed 
ueighboiM, friends and associates. 
Let 


us give up the thought of redeeming 
Ireland and attend to the imraadiate 
wants of her people. The greatest ben- 
efit that could be bestowed upon thorn 
would be a fund for transporting them 
to this country. Here, under our be- 
neficent institutions, even those whose 
lives had been almost one uninterrupted 
story of privation at home, have found 
the road to prosperity and happiness. 
And thoy hive been BO useful as citizens 
that the country would mobt cordially 
welcome them and make room for them.

We were still two miles from home 


when suddenly the sun was obscured, 
and the air grew cold and chill in a 
moment. 
A darkness as of smoke 


swept over everything. Then I remem-

bered why we were going home, and I 
gave the horses the whip iu earnest, 
lashing them into a run. Away off to 
the west there appeared to be a leaden 
wall sweeping toward us. There was a 
hum iu the air. 
A light breeze sprang 


up, grew stronger, and in one minute 
became a gale. The wall cume down 
with railroad speed, the roar of its ap- 
proach every instant growing louder. 
From the top of a roll in the prairie we 
could s«e our house, and it came pretty 
near being our last glimpse of it. 


No words will ever convey an intelli- 


gent idea of a blizzard, of the fright'ul 
roar with which it rolls down upon you, 
the howling and hissing of the wind. 
If you try to speak, the wind dashes the 
syllables from'your lips so quickly that 
you do not hear your own words. In 
thirty seconds fiom the time the first 
snowflake fell I could not see my hoises. 
The atmosphere appeared to be all 
siiow, and every flake of it was in a 
hurry to get somewhere before the rest 
should get there. 
* * * * I could 


feel a motion to the sleigh, so that 
knew the horses were still moving. The 
cold was intense. I tried to ask my 
wife if she was suffering, but I could 
not hear my own words. 


During the two or three minutes thai 


intervened between the time I saw the 
storm approaching and the moment it 
struck uo, the horses had run at the top 
of their speed, bo wo were not much 
over a mile from home.

In 


ten minutes 1 was chilled through, ani 
I felt that I was freezing. 
Thf- horses 


were still moving, and althoiigh I coulc 
riot bee them, I lashed them with the 
whin. It seemed hours since the storm 
had'shut us in, and I was faat becoming 
convinced that the horses had got out o 
the path find that we were lost on the 
prairie when there came a suddei 
lull of the fierce wind. The air wa 
still full of whirling auow, but I coult 
sec objcctb about nio, aud it didn't take 
long for me to ascertain that we wore in 
the barn and were safe. 
I had left th 


barn dooi'H open in the morning, auc 
the horses had found their way back; '. 
think by instinct, but my neighbor! 
think it was bheur accident, and deelar< 
it wouldn't happen again in a thousam 
years. 


Although wo had reached the barn 


we were not iu the house yet. From 
the barn to tho house is about twantj 
yards, but as far as seeing it was con 
cerued the house might as well hav 
been in the inoon. The little woman 
helped me nnharupss the horses am 
put them into their stalls, 'then I toll 
her to remain where she was, and mad 
a break for the house. It is difficult fo 
any one to believe that in a blmdin 
storm he cannot go twenty yards in 
Ime sufficiently straight to find a house 
but try it sometime!

After I got into the house I took 


ball of twine, tied cue eud to the doo 
knob, and succee'ded in getting back t 
the barn, and by following the string 
we reached the house agtuu. For tlire 
days and nights thereafter neither of u 
even opened the outer door. 
AVhen th 


storm ceiiRsd wo conUl not soe the burn 
for the snow had piled in between the 
house and barn so duep that it covered 
the windows ou that side of tho house 
On the east side of the honse, however, 
there was very little snow. The shovel 
happened to be in the houso, and the 
little woman and I succeeded in tunnel- 
ling through to the barn; but we had to 
carry every shovelful of the snow taken 
out of the tunnel through the house and 
throw it on tha east side. 


"Were the horses all right wheii you 


got to them?" 


You can safely bet thoy were glad to 


see me. 
They were half buried in 


snow, aud had even eaten tho bedding 
from their stalls. It took me nearly all 
the rest of the Winter to shovel the 
snow out of the barn. 


"Do people out on the prairies ever 


get lost in these storms?"

one Winter, it's a sly old blizzard that 
catches him. Not so the newcomers.

IIOW TO KEEP LENT. 


JPastornl Instructions of Archbishop 


AI cm mi y. 


Arohbiahop Alemany, of ths Catholic 


Church, has issued his usual Lenten 
pastoral, which is subjoined: 


1. All the week days of Lent, from 


Ash Wednesday (February 7th) 
till 


Easter Sund \y, are fast days of precept, 
ou one meul, with the allowance of a 
moderate collation. 


2. The precept of fasting implies also 


that of abstinence from the xiso of flesh 
'meat. 
Bat, by dispensation, the use of 


flesh meat is allowed in this diocece 
during Lent, except on the following 
days, to-wit: The Wednesdajs and Fri- 
days, the ember days, the Thursday and 
Saturday of Holy Week, and the eve of 
the feast of St. Joseph, on which day 
there is no leave to use flesh meat, .ex- 
cept by dispensation from the respec- 
tive pastors, which they are hereby 
authorized to grant in cases of necessity. 
All Saturdays are also days of absti- 
nence, but of obligation. 
The Holy 


See restricts the use of flesh uieiit to 
one meal ou the day in which absti- 
nence is dispensed, except for those 
employed in heavy labor. 


3. The promiscuous us9 of fish and 


flesh meat at the meal is forbidden iu 
Lent, even on Sundays. 


•i. It should bo carefully observed 


that, according to an'answer of the Sa- 
cred Congregation of the Holy Office to 
the Bishops of England in I860, and to 
the Bishops of Ireland in 1877, the 
Holy See has never consented to have 
introduced the use of milk, butter and 
still less of cheese at the evening colla- 
tion ou fast days. But owing to the pe- 
culiar com. itiou of the faithful in this 
province, the Holy See has kindly con- 
sented to tolerate in it the use of milk, 
butter, and cheese in small quantity; 
eggs, however, exoepted. 
But persons 


not bound to fast are not subject to the 
above restrictions, nor to theabstineuca 
from eggs. 


5. The use of lard or other fat condi- 


ments is allowed in Lent and through- 
out the year, except Ash Wednesday, 
umber days through the year, the live 
tho Annunciation, the last four days of 
Holy Week, and the Eves of Pentecost, 
of tue Assumption, of all Saints and of 
Christmas; and on Good Friday eggs 
and all lactiferous substances are for- 
bidden throughout the day. 


0. Some prayers, nt option, are re- 


commended during Lent, particularly 
on those days in which flesh meat are 
used. 


7. Lent being a penitential time, the 


pastors are requested to lay before the 
faithful 
the importance of Christian 


mortification, and also the grevious ob- 
ligation of complying with their Easter 
duty, whii'h may Ui> fulfilled from 
the 


first 
Sunday 
in .Lent; they will fre- 


quently and 
u.iruestly impress upon 


their respective flocks the necessity of 
attending, before all other things, to 
tho salvation of their souls, and they 
will exhorc them to the 
faithful 
dis- 


charge of their Christian duties, the 
only thing that can secure to us the 
everlasting happiness of heaven. 
For 


this purposo they will hold religious 
exercises m their chnrcb.es several times 
a week, according to what their pru- 
deuce nmy deem expedient.
